Stresses Cover 


Even those days Mr. Cahen fre- 
quently induced customer who was 
ordering catalog use hard cover 
instead paper binding. And this 
generally led valuable repeat busi- 
ness, when was found that the 
slightly additional expenses had more 
than justified itself yielding better 
returns the customer. 

wasn’t long—just seven years 
exact—when the Commercial Book- 
binding Co. installed its own printing 
plant. This was something out the 
ordinary. Printing plants had been 
known put binderies supple- 
ment their composition and press 
work but reverse the procedure 
was bit unusual.

Bookbinding Co. put its printing 
plant, its dealings were with the 
publisher solely. 


Creating New Business

More About Memorable Exhibition Bibliotheque Nationale 
Which Showed 400 Volumes Representing History Binding

Gutenberg and Bookbinding
